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T wenty-Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the 
Committee  of  Management  for  1928. 


The  Committee  of  Management  has  pleasure  in  presenting 
this  Twenty-Seventh  Annual  Summary  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital 
to  the  31st  December,  1928,  together  with  Audited  Accounts  and 
Balance  Sheet. 

Patients’  Statistical  Returns. 

In-Patient  statistical  records  for  1928  continue  to  show  in¬ 
creasing  activities  and  testifies  to  the  need  of  a  larger  General 
Voluntary  Hospital  in  the  Borough.  The  average  number  of  In- 
Patients  resident  daily  was  21.1  and  on  many  occasions  when 
emergency  cases  had  to  be  admitted,  the  total  capacity  of  25  beds 
were  occupied  at  one  time.  Altogether  286  patients  were  admitted 
to  the  wards,  who  averaged  26.4  days  treatment  each.  The 
number  of  patients  treated  to  a  conclusion  during  the  year  was 
293,  or  38  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  new  Out-Patients  treated  was  2,522 — practi¬ 
cally  the  same  as  in  1927 — and  the  number  of  recurring  attend¬ 
ances  was  16,447.  The  policy  of  seeing  all  cases  as  often  as 
necessary  has  been  continued,  and  a  decrease  in  this  latter  figure 
is  unavoidable — perhaps  the  nature  of  accidents  were  not  so 
serious  as  during  1927,  and,  recovering  sooner,  patients  had  no 
necessity  to  attend  so  often.  These  attendances,  however,  are 
equal  to  the  years  1925  and  1926,  and  reference  to  the  table  of 
Annual  Returns  on  page  18  will  prove  interesting. 


General  Fund  Income. 


Maintenance  Income  from  all  sources  has  increased,  and  total 
receipts  for  the  year  were  £3,084.

General  Fund  Expenditure. 

Maintenance  expenditure  reached  £3,289,  the  increase  being  due 
to  the  additional  work  which  has  fallen  to  our  lot  during  the  year ; 

the  work  includes  a  larger  number  of  in-patients,  more  surgical 
operations,  preparation  for  work  in  the  new  Hospital,  and  renewal 
of  equipment,  apparatus,  instruments,  etc.  Renewals  and  repairs 
to  the  old  Hospital  Buildings  cost  £68  11s.,  and  Administration 
Salaries  are  increased  by  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  Secretary. 
An  expense  is  shown  for  Appeals,  rendered  necessary  by  the  in¬ 
creasing  financial  burden,  and  in  conjunction  with  other  London 
Voluntary  Hospitals  an  official  Superannuation  Scheme  prepared 
by  the  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  has  been  adopted. 

Secretaryship. 

Owing  to  increasing  responsibilities  in  the  Administrative 
Department,  coupled  with  impending  reorganisation  in  the  new 
Hospital,  it  was  felt  that  appointment  of  a  full-time  Secretary 
with  previous  hospital  experience  was  justified.  Mr.  J.  F.  Morton 
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has  been  appointed,  and  he  commenced  his  duties  in  June.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  Incorporated  Secretaries’  Association,  has  had 
administrative  experience  in  one  of  the  larger  London  hospitals, 
and  comes  to  us  with  good  recommendations.  Mr.  Rotherham,, 
who  so  untiringly  fulfilled  the  position  of  Honorary  Secretary  since 
1922,  has  been  registered  on  the  list  of  Charter  Vice-Presidents 
in  recognition  of  his  services,  and  in  extending  to  him  our  sincere 
appreciation  it  is  also  our  sincere  hope  that,  by  coupling  his  name 
in  perpetuity  with  the  new  Hospital,  it  will  afford  him  some  slight 
recompense  for  the  many  hours  and  personal  sacrifices  he  has- 
devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Hospital. 

Welfare  Society. 

It  is  gratifying  to  realise  that  the  Hospital  Welfare  Society 
continues  to  make  progress  throughout  the  Borough,  the  accumu¬ 
lated  total  of  its  weekly  House-to-House  Collection  now  being- 
over  £2,000.  The  Management  Committee  gratefully  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  good  work  of  the  Officers  and  various  Committees  of 
this  Society,  and  they  gladly  record  their  appreciation  for 
its  collectors,  who  have  sacrificed  many  leisure  hours  and  braved 
the  elements  all  the  year  round  to  achieve  such  remarkable  suc¬ 
cess.  Attention  is  directed  to  further  particulars  of  this  Society 
which  appear  on  page  52  and  on  the  inside  back  cover. 

Ladies’  Aid  Committee. 

The  Ladies’  Aid  Committee,  which  was  formed  in  1926,  has. 
inaugurated  its  benefit  to  the  new  Memorial  Hospital  in  a  measure 
beyond  all  praise.  As  a  result  of  the  many  functions  mentioned 

in  their  report  on  page  49.  a  thousand  guineas  was  handed  to 
the  Special  Appeal  Committee,  and  is  included  in  the  receipts 
mentioned  later  from  that  source.  In  addition,  £595  has  since 
been  raised,  and  for  the  untiring  efforts  of  its  members  and  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  indefatigable  exertions  of  their  Chairman  (Mrs.  Noble 
A.  Papworth)  and  Honorary  Secretary  (Mrs.  L.  B.  Odling,  j.P.),. 
the  Committee  of  Management  tender  their  sincere  thanks. 

Ladies’  Linen  League. 

The  Ladies’  Linen  League  continues  to  make  wonderful  pro¬ 
gress  under  the  guiding  influence  of  its  President  (Mrs.  W. 
Cahill),  Secretary  (Miss  Jessie  Wilson),  and  a  hard-working  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  League’s  efforts  during  the  past  seven  years  have 
materialised  in  providing  all  the  linen  and  blankets  for  the 
new  Hospital ;  the  agreed  estimated  value  of  this  gift  has  been 
taken  into  the  Memorial  Hospital  accounts  at  £2,396  19s.  7d. 
To  all  members  and  workers  of  the  League,  the  Management 
Committee  record  their  deep  gratitude  for  this  assistance,  made 
possible  by  much  sacrifice  of  time,  labour  and  expense. 


Honorary  Professional  and  Voluntary  Helpers. 

The  Committee  would  particularly  thank  the  Honorary 
Solicitors  (Messrs.  Pearce  &  Davis),  the  Honorary  Auditors

and  many  voluntary  workers,  for  their  gratuitous  services  during 
an  exceptionally  busy  year ;  also  the  several  organisations,  ladies 
and  gentlemen  who  have  assisted  by  sending  gifts  of  varying 
kinds.

In  common  with  all  of  His  Majesty’s  subjects,  we  are  de¬ 
lighted  to  read  that  the  King’s  recovery  is  now  assured,  and  the 
Committee  rejoice  to  learn  that  the  skill  and  experience  of  the 
Hospital’s  Consulting  Surgeon,  Sir  High  M.  Rigby,  M.S.,  has 
been  available  with  such  a  successful  result. 

Honorary  Medical  Staffs. 

The  Management  Committee  pays  lasting  tribute  to  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff  of  the  old  Hospital,  who  retired  on 
the  31st  December,  1928,  for  the  magnificent  services  rendered 
by  them  and  their  colleagues  in  the  neighbourhood  since  the 
foundation  of  the  Hospital  in  1902.  In  considering  maintenance 
cost  of  hospitals,  the  gratuitous  services  of  the  medical  profession 
are  often  overlooked,  but  the  Management  Committee  are  indeed 
mindful  of  the  inestimable  value  of  the  duties  they  fulfil,  and  with¬ 
out  whom  treatment  of  the  sick  poor  would  not  be  possible.  The 
Management  Committee  cannot  refrain  from  mentioning  that  in 
January,  1929,  a  pleasant  ceremony  took  place  in  the  Board  Room 
of  the  new  Hospital,  when  Honorary  Life  Governorships  were 
offered,  and  accepted  by,  the  retiring  Honorary  Medical  Staff. 
In  our  march  of  progress  their  mantle  has  fallen  over  a  wider  field, 
and  opportunity  was  taken  on  this  occasion  to  introduce  the  fol¬

New  Memorial  Hospital,. 

It  was  anticipated  this  time  last  year  that  the  New  Memorial 
Hospital  would  have  been  ready  for  occupation  during  1928,  but 
owing  to  many  contingencies  unforeseen  at  the  time,  it  was  not 
found  practicable  to  admit  patients  until  the  1st  January,  1929. 

Additional  facilities  provided  in  the  New  Hospital  comprise 
the  following  : — 

Four  Wards  (with  sun  balconies)  each  containing  19  beds 
for  Medical  and  Surgical  treatment  of  Males  and  Females,. 

Four  Private  Paying  Rooms. 

A  total  of  80  extra  beds. 

X-Ray  Department. 

Modern  Operation  Theatre  with  Sterilizing,  Anaesthetising,, 
Surgeons’  and  Store  Rooms. 

Resident  Medical  Staff. 

Spacious  grounds  for  Patients’  Convalescence. 

Administrative  Block  with  Nurses’  and  Resident  Staff 
quarters. 

Memorial  Hall,  in  which  the  names  of  2,000  local  men  who 
gave  their  lives  in  the  Great  War  are  recorded. 

Application  is  to  be  made  to  the  General  Nursing  Council  to 
become  a  recognised  Training  School  for  Nurses,  and  the  status  of 
the  New  Memorial  Hospital  will  provide  the  Borough  with  a 
possession  of  which  it  may  be  justly  proud.- 

The  work  of  equipping  and  reorganising  has  occasioned 
much  time  and  thought  but  real  progress  has  been  made,  and  the 
Committee  are  confident  that  everything  has  been  done  for  the 
patients’  ultimate  comfort.  Structural  alterations  and  equipment 
of  the  Old  Buildings  for  Childrens’  Wards  and  Out-Patient  De¬ 
partment  are  now  under  consideration. 

Building  Fund  Income. 

Receipts  during  the  year  on  account  of  the  new  Memorial 
Hospital  amounted  to  £11,181  18s.  9d.,  of  which  £6,625  9s.  5d. 
was  received  through  efforts  of  the  Special  Appeal  Committee, 
and  to  whom,  coupled  with  those  Donors  on  pages  39  to  47,  our 
heartfelt  thanks  are  extended.

The  ex-Mayor  (Cr.  G.  W.  Boultwood,  J.P.)  has  intimated 
that  an  amount  from  the  “  Mayor’s  Local  Charity  Fund  ”  will, 
as  in  previous  years,  be  forthcoming  as  soon  as  accounts  are 
completed.  The  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  has  promised 
another  Grant  of  £2,000,  conditional  upon  the  balance  of  this 
Fund  being  raised  previously  by  other  contributions.  It  is  sincerely 
hoped  our  many  supporters  will  make  every  endeavour  to  help 
us  to  gain  this  assistance  during  the  coming  year.  Maintenance 
of  the  new  Memorial  Hospital  is  expected  to  cost  at  least  £13,000 
per  annum,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  those  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men  who  at  present  contribute  so  generously  will  assist  the 
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Committee  by  making  use  of  the  enclosure  to  be  found  in  this 
Report  and  forwarding  names  and  addresses  of  their  friends  likely 
to  become  subscribers. 

Building  Fund  Liabilities. 

At  the  date  of  compiling  this  Report  the  Architects  are 
unable  to  submit  their  final  certificates  for  Contractors’  work,  and 
consequently  it  is  uncertain  how  much  has  been  saved  on  the 
original  contract.  The  Committee  view  with  grave  concern  the 
financial  outlook  of  this  Fund,  and  have  ascertained  that  approxi¬ 
mately  £17,000  is  still  required.  Loans  from  Bankers  amount¬ 
ing  to  £7,842  8s.  9d.  have  been  incurred  to  pay  Builders’  Certifi¬ 
cates,  Equipment  and  Furnishing  Accounts,  etc.,  and  this  amount 
is  steadily  increasing.  Title  Deeds  of  the  old  Hospital  have 
been  deposited  with  the  Bank  as  security  for  the  loan  which  has 
been  granted  fin  the  names  of  the  Trustees.  Interest  has  to  be 
paid,  and  the  position  causes  anxiety.  The  Committee  are  in¬ 
debted  to  those  organisations  and  local  gentlemen  who  loaned 
amounts  of  money  free  of  interest,  and  further  support  in  this 
direction  would  be  welcomed.  Complete  security  exists  to  cover 
any  money  so  lent,  which  would  be  repaid  at  any  time  on  demand. 

“  View  Days.” 

The  President,  Chairman,  Officers  and  Management  Com¬ 
mittee  had  pleasure  in  arranging  several  “  View  Days  ”  of  the 
new  Hospital.  Surely,  by  the  numbers  who  attended,  nearly 
every  local  resident  must  have  taken  an  opportunity  of  inspecting 
the  facilities  provided  for  future  treatment  of  patients. 

Charter  of  Incorporation. 

Application  is  being  lodged  with  Privy  Council  for  His, 
Majesty’s  assent  to  a  Charter  of  Incorporation,  and  it  is  confidently 
hoped  that  exercise  of  the  Royal  Prerogative  will  coincide  with  a 
visit  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  during  the  coming  spring,  to 
declare  the  new  Memorial  Hospital  formally  opened. 

Grounds. 

The  Committee  cannot  adequately  express  their  gratitude  to 
the  President  of  the  Hospital,  Lord  Bethell,  who  has  so  generously 
defrayed  the  cost  of  laying  out  the  extensive  Garden,  and  to  Mr. 
Percy  A.  Bayman  for  having  erected  a  commodious  Summer 
House.  These  features  will  prove  most  beneficial  to  our  future 
patients. 

Conclusion. 

The  serious  financial  position  of  the  Building  and  Maintenance 
Funds  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised,  and  hope  is  expressed 
that  every  resident  in  East  Ham  will  financially  bear  their  share 
in  the  important  work  that  is  being  done  for  sick  and  suffering 
humanity.

The  Society  was  founded  in  1926  with  the  object  of 
stimulating  local  interest  in  the  new  Hospital  and  in  order  to 
raise  money,  within  the  Borough,  to  help  to  meet  the  expenses 
of  maintaining  it. 

Membership  is  open  to  ail  who  are  willing  to  assist  in 
the  work  of  the  Society.  There  is  no  entrance  fee  or  subscrip¬ 
tion. 

The  Society  has  organised  and  is  conducting  a  House  to 
House  Collection  of  One  penny  a  week  by  means  of  which 
more  than  £2,000  has  already  been  collected.  Every  penny 
of  the  House  to  House  Collections  will  go  to  the  Hospital  for 
maintenance  purposes  as  there  are  no  paid  collectors  or 
officials  of  the  Society  and  expenses  are  met  out  of  a 
separate  fund  derived  from  donations  and  from  social  events 
arranged  by  the  Societ}^.

EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Linen  League  Committee  present  the  Eighth  Annual  Report 
with  very  great  pleasure,  because  it  marks  the  completion  of  seven 
years’  good  and  successful  work — years  crowned  in  the  eighth 
year  by  the  opening  of  the  Memorial  Hospital,  the  Hospital  being 
supplied  by  the  League  with  all  its  counterpanes,  linen,  garments 
and  many  of  its  blankets. 

Truly  a  dream  come  true  !  The  seventh  year  has,  indeed,  been 
the  best  year— the  membership  growing  to  607,  the  funds  increas¬ 
ing  also,  and,  therefore,  a  large  number  of  things  being  added  to 
the  Hospital  store  cupboards. 

Old  members  have  remained  loyal  and  keen ;  new  members 
have  brought  fresh  vitality  and  enthusiasm,  while  a  greater  number 
of  outside  friends  have  rendered  financial  help. 

Within  the  League  some  of  the  best  work  cannot  be  tabulated 
— the  quiet,  unknown  sacrifice  of  money,  and  time,  and  strength, 
which  is  never  placed  on  record,  yet  which  makes  for  the  good  of 
any  organisation.

Thus  Mrs.  Lenderyou’s  “  table  ”  has  raised  £10  15s.  for  some¬ 
thing  specially  needed  in  the  Hospital;  Miss  Olley’s  “  table  ”  has 
purchased  six  large  Rubber  Hot  Water  Bottles ;  Mrs.  Herbert 
Williams  “  table  ”  presented  four  pairs  of  blankets,  Mrs.  Barret’s 
“  table  ”  another  pair,  and  Mrs.  Court’s  yet  another.  Private 
members,  i.e.  : — Mrs.  Ernest  Moore  who  gave  two  pairs,  Mrs. 
Golding  two  pairs,  Mr.  W.  H.  Court  one  pair  and  an  anonymous 
donor  one  pair,  brought  the  Blanket  list  up  to  seventy-six  pairs,  a 
further  eleven  pairs  having  already  been  given  most  generously  by 
Mesdames  E.  J.  Johnson,  Langman,  Papworth,  Payne,  Pearson, 
F.  Pearson,  Poulten,  Skinner,  Webster,  Wells  and  the  Queen 
Mary’s  Needlework  Guild  and  fifty  pairs  being  bought  from 
Linen  League  funds. 

In  all,  a  hundred  and  twenty-six  pairs  have  been  handed  over  to 
the  Hospital.  Mrs.  Cahill  and  Mrs.  Poulton  provided  fift}^  oairs 
more  as  the  result  of  a  distinctly  successful  “  American  Tea  ” 
organised  by  them  in  the  Autumn.  Everybody  concerned  felt 
immensely  honoured  and  encouraged  by  the  presence  of  Lord  and 
Lady  Bethell,  her  Ladyship  graciously  assisting  to  receive  the 
gifts. 

Though  a  private  enterprise  many  of  the  Linen  League  assisted 
materially,  Mrs.  Sharpe’s  members  contributing  £2  10s.  in  lieu  of 
gifts. 

The  year  opened  brightly  and  well,  when,  on  February  28th,  the 
Annual  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Harmonic  Hall — once  again  by 
kind  permission  of  Mr.  W.  Cahill — the  Hall  being  crowded  to  its 
utmost  capacity. 

Mrs.  Cahill,  the  President,  took  the  Chair  and  was  supported  by 
the  Mayor  and  Mayoress  (Mr.  Councillor  and  Mrs.  Boultwood),  the 
Deputy  Mayor  and  Mayoress  (Mr.  Councillor  and  Mrs.  Luton),  the 
Chairman  of  the  Hospital  (Mr.  Alderman  Papworth)  with  whom 
was  Mrs.  Papworth,  and  Mr.  R.  P.  W.  Rotherham,  all  the 
speeches  being  most  kindly  and  appreciative.  Mr.  Douglas 
Hemmings  arranged  a  delightful  musical  and  elocutionary  recital, 
the  Committee  and  friends  providing  the  customary  sumptuous 
tea. 

In  March  Mrs.  Clarke  and  Mrs.  Hemmings  organised  a  most 
pleasant  Evening  Party  for  members  and  their  friends.  It 
was  held  at  Kensington  Avenue  School,  Captain  Francis 
acting  as  an  efficient  and  genial  M.C.,  while  Mr.  Douglas 
Hemmings  supplied  a  highly  pleasurable  musical  programme. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Lizzie  Clarke  a  party  of  tiny 
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-children  from  Essex  Road  School  charmed  greatly  with  their 
exquisite  singing  and  dancing. 

The  Annual  Summer  Excursion  was  as  enjoyable  as  ever, 
members  going  to  Brighton  in  June  by  two  motor  coaches. 

The  President  and  Treasurer  made  admirable  arrangements, 
luncheon  and  tea  being  excellently  served  at  the  Old  Ship  Hotel. 

In  the  Autumn  Mrs.  Poulten  organised  a  most  successful  Whist 
Drive  in  the  Town  Hall,  handing  a  substantial  sum  of  money  to 
the  Linen  League  funds  as  a  result  thereof. 

Lady  Bethell  conferred  a  great  honour  by  attending  the  Drive 
and  presenting  the  many  and  valuable  prizes. 

The  Hospital  Committee  have  marked  their  appreciation  of  the 
work  of  the  Linen  League  by  conferring  Lire  Govenorship  upon 
six  of  its  members,  Mesdames  Hemmings,  Lennell,  Clarke,  Stables 
and  Coles  being  chosen  by  their  colleagues  to  receive  the  honour.
